such talent is a tip-off on her 
abilities. 

Director Jean Yarbrough, who 
has worked with many top-rank 
actors in his day, was so impressed 
with her work in “Father Steps 
Out” that he freely predicted a 
bright future for her. 

“Lorna has approximately 20 
times as much talent as many of 
these youngsters now being 
groomed for big things,’ declared 
Yarbrough. “That’s a broad state- 
ment, of course, but it happens to 
be true—you can’t work with a 
player through an entire production 
and not get a pretty good line on 
her abilities.” 

Miss Gray, who has worked hard 
to develop her dramatic talents, is 
taking her career with a level head. 
She realizes that she still is fight- 
ing to get to the top, and then will 
have to fight to stay there. 

“T only hope I can make good,” 
she says, “and that I keep on mak- 
ing good after I get over the first 
tough hurdles.” -

Easily one of the brightest and gayest comedies to come 
out of Hollywood in many a moon, Monogram’s “Father Steps 
Out,” a scream-lined laugh-fest with Frank Albertson, Jed 
Prouty and Lorna Gray, opened yesterday at the _................. 


Here is a picture designed solely 
and simply for laughs. It carries no 
message and makes no pretense to 
being a great dramatic master- 
piece, but it does observe the cardi- 
nal rule of any photoplay—provides 
entertainment. 

“Father Steps Out” relates the 
adventures of a newspaper reporter 
who sets out to get the story of an 
important railroad merger, and of 
the president of the railroad, who 
spends his vacation hobnobbing 
with two hoboes on a cross-country 
jaunt.
